takes of the past. There have been mistakes, but they are of 
the past and should be recalled only thai we may profit by 
them. 
And this the government and the people seem dis- 


posed to do.

One of the greatest of the mistakes lhat have been made 


was a failure to grasp the magnitude of the work to be done. 
When this country entered the war there was a feeling that its 
chief duty would be lo furnish money and supplies fo the 
Allies. 
It was not expected that the United Stales would have 


to do much fighting, and it will be recalled that the first froops 
were sent over more for "moral ed'ecl". than anything else. 
Bui the immensity and stern reality of liie war have steadily 
unfolded until the United Stales has been brought to the 
mlizalion lhat it l)as^ something more to do, and what makes 
the outlook so brighl loday is the fact that it is getting ready 
fo do it. 


No more is heard about sending over troops for "moral 


effect." 
They arc being sent and will continue to be sent in 


ever-increasing numbers to bear, their share of the brunt of the 
l-altb:. No longer is there a limit on the number of men lo be 
impressed. 
The present program is men enough lo do Ihe 


l:ujiucES, no mailer whether il be three million, live million or 
tweniy million. They are going to be sent over just as fast 
as it is possible to transport them, and-the stream will be un- 
broken until the job is dime. The day of temporizing is past 
and the time for resolute and broad-gauge action is al hand.,. 


The work of selecting and training men for (he service will 


l-j pressed with vigor and without cessation. 
In the present 


monlh 233,000 will he called to the colors, and further calls 
will come as fast as the men can be filled, equipped and sent 
across; not for "moral effect," but for the stern business of 
effectually subduing the most heartless and relenlless foe that 
ever menaced the safety of the world. 


From the beginning (here have been those who felt lhat (he 


United States was not moving fast enough or strongly enough, 
but all that is of the pasl. 
The time lias arrived when the 


•gravity of (he situation is appreciated, and from this time on 
this nation will be a growingly powerful factor in'lhe war un- 
til the need of war for the peace and safely of the world shall 
have ceased to be. 


It is this most important and gratifying fad that makes the 


present outlook brighter than it has been al any previous lime 
since fhe Kaiser's daring and devilish smash through Belgium. 


Members of the I. W. W. should be held responsible for 


their acts and properly punished when they transgress Ihe 
laws, but it is a question whether the government has (he right 
to. fine or imprison men for merely belonging to the organiza- 
tion or renting rooms in which to meet, as Senator Walsh of 
Montana proposes. 
Prussian autocracy could go lillle fur-
